Surprise

Attack on Stepping Stone To 
Tokyo Made in Bright 
Northern Moonlight 


ABOARD A U. S DESTROYER 
IN THE NORTH PACIFIC. Feb. 
4.—(Delayed)—OP)— U n i t e d 
States warships bombarded Japan 
it home for the first time today 
and caught the enemy by sur­ 
prise. 
A bombardment lasting about- 
20 minutes battered the harbor 
and land installations of Kurabu 
Point on the 
southern 
tip 
of 
Paramushiro Island. 
(Paramushiro Island, frequent­ 
ly bombed by American planes 
flying from the Aleutians, is 1280 
miles from Tokyo, 
but 
is 
geo­ 
graphically 
a 
part 
of 
Japan 
proper.) 
Enemy 
gunners, 
either 
sur­ 
prised or attempting to put out 
star shells which preceded the 
heavy blasting, fired into the air 
when the 
attack 
first 
started. 
Then, giving evidence of becom­ 
ing more rattled, they fired along 
their own beaches and at the 
Pacific ocean and Sea of Ohkotsk. 
No ship of the attacking force, 
which 
steamed 
under 
bright 
moonlight within five miles of 
the shore batteries, was hit. 
The task force was commanded 
by Rear Admiral Wilder D. Baker 
operating under 
Vice 
Admiral 
Frank Jack Fletcher, comman­ 
der of the North Pacific fleet. 
Both messaged ships and crews 
following the attack congratulat­ 
ing them on being the first to 
bombard Japanese 
home 
terri­ 
tory. 
The Army als<f was represent­ 
ed aboard Admiral Baker's flag­ 
ship by Major General Daven­ 
port Johnson, 
commander 
11th 
Air Force, and Rrig Gen E. D. 
Post, chief of staff to Lt. Gen. 
Simon Bolivar 
Buckner, 
com­ 
mander of the Alaskan depart­ 
ment. The presence of General 
Post came while troops of the 
Alaskan department engaged in 
assault maneuvers 
which 
pos­ 
sibly will be aimed at Paramu­ 
shiro. 
The wild nature of the Japa­ 
nese

indicated

feared an invasion was already 
underway. Tracer

i B y the Associated Press) 
American control of Kwaljalein Atoll brought the promise today 
of intensified efforts to bomb and blockade the Japanese on other 
bases in the invaded Marshall Islands and to extend the Pacific drive 
to the powerful Caroline group. 
Only mopping-up of Japanese stragglers on a few coral cays 
apparently remained to achieve lull conquest of the first fne-w*« 
Nipponese territory taken by the 
Allies. Construction crews already 
were turning Kwajalein 
into an 
American sea and air stronghold 
exactly a week after the initial 
landings, January 31. 
Admiral Chester W. Nimitz an­ 
nounced at Pearl Harbor yester­ 
day that occupation ol the atoll, 
with its cluster of 32 principal 
islets, excellent anchorage and at 
least two airfields, “is very nearly 
complete.” 
Kwajalein Island, 
termed 
the 
administrative heart of the Mar­ 
shalls, fell Friday afternoon, 78 
hours after landings by the Sev­ 
enth Army division. The seaplane 
base of Ebcye to the north was 
occupied three hours earlier. Cap­ 
ture of Gugcgwe, Bvgej and Eller 
islands, together with several un­ 
defended dots 
of 
land, 
spread 
American control to 21 of the 
chief islands. Units of the Fourth 
Marine division previously secur­ 
ed the atoll's northern sector with 
seizure of Roi and other islets. 
The Tokyo radio declared last 
night “intense fighting is still in 
progress on Kwajalein Island.”
